Paris, September 29.—Crown Prince 
Frederick William during the first 
days of the battle of the Marne had 
headquarters at the.‘chateau of the 
Baroness de Baye, near Champiubert, 
Marne, famous for its art collections. 
The Baroness de Baye writes, says 
The Paris Temps, thus: 

“The crown prince plundéred the 
whole place. He stole medals, old 
arms, rare and precious vases, tapes- 
tries, icons, cups and gold souvenirs 
most dear to my family. He caused to 
be packed choice pictures and pieces 
of rniture, but some of these cases 
were left in the hasty flight of the 
Germans.” 

The baroness affirms, according to 
The Temps, that the German crown 
prince stamped with his heel upon the 
portraits of the Russian emperor and 
empress in the chapel of the chateau.

GERMANS SHOW 
PLENTY OF FIGHT. 


It is here that the allies have been 
' attempting a wide turning movement, 
to prevent which the Germans appar- 
ently have sent out strong opposing 
forces. The French announcement 
says the Germans have continued their 
day and night attacks, only to be re- 
pulsed, but it is evident they are show- 
'ing plenty of fight and are making a 
supreme effort to prevent the allies 
from working around their right. 

North of the Aisne two well en- 
trenched armies still face each other, 
neither making much headway, while 
in the center the artillery duel con- 
tinues in the district between the Ar- 
gonne and the Meuse. 

The French claim slight progress— 
an indication that they are making 
heavy attacks to compel the Germans 
to withdraw from St. Mihiel, where 
they might bend, if they do not break, 
the French front. 

The French report that they cap- 
| tured a number of prisoners yesterday. 
Both sides profess to be well satis- 
fied with the position which must, 
however, prove very wearing on the 
troops. Naturally fresh troops are be- 
ing brought up continually, but it is 
dangerous for either side to withdraw 
many men from the fighting line, even 
to give them a short respite. 

The Germans already have strength- 
ened their right at the expense of the 
rest of their line and many more men 
to assist them will have to be sent 
from Germany or Belgium. To take 
troops from Belgium, with the active 
Belgian army ready to take the of- 
fensive at the first sign of weaken- 
ing, would be a hazardous undertak- 
Ing.

1877 it has had a line of forts well out 
from the inner defenses. In 1907 the 
government decided to do away with 
the inner line of walls and replace 
them with an inner line of forts on 
the right bank of the Scheldt. 

The greatest importance is attached 
to the outer works. They consist in 
part of new fortifications, in part of 
old forts rebuilt. The work was be- 
gun in 1913. It is probable that this 
ideal was realized and that the forti- 
re tg system is now practically com- 

ete. 

. The outer chain of forts lies from 
ten to eleven miles outside the city 
and has a front of about eighty miles.

they find there has been a false alarm. 
Such alarms come half a dozen times 
on some nights, and they are very 
wearing on the troops. 

The trench system is most elaborate. 
It constitutes a whole subterranean 
town with main thoroughfares, side 
streets and telephone wires running 
all along. There hundreds of thou- 
sands of men eat, live and sleep, so 
well concealed that from a little way 
down the hill in front nothing is to be

GERMAN CRUISER EMDEN 


PREYS ON BRITISH SHIPS 


Four More Vessels and a Col- 
lier Are Sunk in Waters 
of Far East. 


London, September 29.—The official 
news bureau announced today that the 
German Cruiser Emden has sunk four 
British steamships and a collier.

Colombo, where they arrived this morn- 
ing.” 

The Emden has been operating in the 
Gulf of Bengal. She was reported 
recently at Madras, where she con- 
ducted a brief bombardment of that 
port, and later at Pondicherry. 

The previous official British ‘state- 
ment dealing with the activities of the 
German cruiser Emden, issued Septem- 
ber 20, told of the capture of six Brit- 
ish steamers in the Bay of Bengal and 
the sinking of five of them. The names 
of the steamers were given as the In- 
dus, Loval, Killim, Diplomat, Frabbock 
and Katinga. After creatin havoc 
among the British shipping at Culcutta, 
the Emden went to Rangoon.

HUNS ABANDONED 


HOW BATTLE APPEARS 


HERNAN ARE WORKING BY THE AUSTRIANS 


Alleged That Kaiser’s Troops 
Seek to Spread Fright 
Throughout Belgium. 


London, September 29.—The scarcity 
of food in Brussels has raised a grave 
problem, according to R. C. Hawkin, 
who has just returned from Belgium 
after completing arrangements to 
transfer a number of wounded Bel- 
gian soldiers to England. 

“The situation in Brussels is one of 
great uncertainty,” said Mr. Hawkin 
tonight. “There is the gravest danger 
of starvation. Food is scarce and 
180,000 people are applying for rations 
which the German administration is 
finding it difficult to supply. There is 
further danger that the working men 
of the city may rise in revolt.” 

Mr. Hawkin was greatly impressed 
by the spirit of the Belgian troops at 
Antwerp. Regarding conditions there 
he said’, « 

“Every night’ a sortie is mad. and 
every morning brings its quota of dead 
and wounded, sometimes as many as 
1,000, making a heavy drain on the 
garrison, but the usefulness of these 
expeditions cannot be exaggerated. 
The German outposts are reported as 
almost terrorized, not a night passing 
without some of them being picked 
off or some of their supply trains be- 
ing blown up. All these incidents tend 
to upset the carefully planned ar- 
rangements of the German army. The 
Belgians at Antwerp have been nick- 
named the ‘black rats’ on account of 
their destructive nocturnal activities. 

“It is remarkable that in spite of 
the vigor of the military operations 
the greater proportion both of killed 
and wounded are civilians. The Ger- 
mans undoubtedly have tried to strike 
terror to the hearts of the people of 
Antwerp in order that their determi- 
nation to hold out to the end might be 
shattered, but the firm resolve of ‘King 
Albert to resist all German offers has 
endeared him to the hearts of his peo- 
Jle and they are content to follow his 
ead. This was shown when his 
majesty refused to receive the last 
German deputation.” 

Mr. Hawkin added that the Antwerp 
hospitals were full, and the fact that 
the Germans with the occupation of 
Brussels had ‘annexed the Belgian Red 
Cross organization, including 
funds, left its Red Cross branches in 
great difficulty. Consequently the 
Belgian government gladly acepted 
the proposal that convalescent wound- 
ed seldiers who, pedis | to the nature 
of their injuries, would be unable tod 
rejoin the colors, should be brought to 
England.

Russians Invade Hungary 
.Almost Unopposed—Aus- 
trians Hurrying to Cracow 
to Join the Germans. 


London, September 29.—‘From the 
latest events in Galicia and along the 
Carpathians the conclusion drawn is 
that the Austrian army has abandoned 
Hungary to its fate and has left the 
route to Budapest to be defended by 
the Hungarian national troops,” says 
the Petrograd correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph. The dispatch con- 
tinues: 

“The Austrians continue to retreat 
before the Russians and appear to have 
given up not only the defense of their 
country in: general, but also to have 
decided to abstain from further inde- 
pendent action. They are simply hur- 
rying on to Cracow to join the right 
wing of the Germans ‘and apparently 
intend to become a mere component 
part of the German army. 

“Having passed the most difficult 
part of Ugek pass in the Carpathians, 
after dislodging the Honveds (Land- 
wehr) from three positions, the Rus- 
sian troops have only some ten or 
fifteen miles to descend before reach- 
ing the Hungarian plateau, where 
there is not a single fortress or forti- 
fied position except such as may be 
hastily improvised in the form of 
earthworks by the Hungarian defend- 
ers.” 

CHRISTMAS IN BERLIN, 
SAY THE RUSSIANS. 

Rome, September 29.—(Via Paris.)— 
“Cheer up; we'll spend Christmas in 
Berlin,” is thé encouragement General 
Rennenkampf has offered to his men, 
according to a report from Russian 
headquarters. ‘The general proffered 
this word of cheer for the purpose of 
helping his officers and soldiers stand 
fast during the discomforts and suf- 
ferings of war. 


GALICIA CLEARED 
OF THE AUSTRIANS. 

London, Séptember 29.—A Petrograd 
dispatch to the Reuter’s Telegram com- 
pany states that an army messenger 
has announced that the Russians have 
almost completety cleared Galicia of 
the enemy, who has taken refuge in 
the passes of the progressive destruc- 
tion of the Austrian army. 

An eye-witness states that two Ger- 
man army corps took part in the battle 
of Jaroslav, according to the same 
dispatches. Russians had to take most 
of the enemy’s trenches at the point of 
the bayonet. 

RUSSIANS CROSS : 
HUNGARIAN BORDER. 

London, September 29.—An official 
communication issued at Budapest, ac- 
cording to a Rome dispatch to the Ex- 
change Telegraph company, admits that 
the Russians have succeeded in cross- 
ing the Hungarian frontier at several 
points in the Ung district, despite the 
fact that reinforcements have been sent 
against them. Ung is a county in the 
northeastern part of Hungary. 


TSING-TAU SURROUNDED 
BY JAPANESE FORCES 


Germans Evacuated Outer De- 
fenses as Troops of the 


Mikado Advanced. 


London, September 29.—(8:30 p. m.)— 
The Japanese occupied all the high 
ground outside Tsing Tau (seat of gov- 
ernment of German concession of Kiao- 
Chow) overlooking the Germans’ main 
line of defense before noon Monday,” 
says a statement given out by the offi- 
cial news ‘bureau tonight. The com- 
munication continues: 

“They began an attack on the ad- 
vanced positiéns four kilometers (2 
miles and a half) from the enemy's 
main line at dawn. In a spurt of fierce 
flame from sea and land they drove 
the enemy from his position.” 


JAPANESE FLEET 
ATTACKS FORT. 


Tokio, September 29——-An official an- 
nouncement today concerfing the 
progress of events in Kiao-Chow says: 

“Japanese forces during the day and 
night of September 27 drove the enemy 
in the direction of Tstng-Tau. 

“The Japanese casualties were 150. 
The German losses are not known, but 
fifty men and four machine guns were 
captured. This action, which was 
speedier than anticipated, has acceler- 
ated the geenral attack. 

“The fleet has attacked the Iitis 
fort, effectively aided by the navy.” 

“A British warship joined with the 
Japanese in the bombardment, Septem- 
ber 28, of two of the Tsing-Tau forts. 
One of the forts replied, but without 
effect. The result of this bombard- 
ment is’ not known, but a building, 
bélieved to be a barracks, was demol- 
ished and the defense works were dam- 
aged. 

“The work of mine sweeping con- 
tinues successfully, despite the fire of 
the defenders on shore. One Japanese 
boat was hit and two men were 
wounded. 

“Hydro-aeroplanes have been invalu- 
able in reconnoitering, and one is be- 
lieved to have demolished a portion of 
the defense works with a bomb.” 
CHINESE OPPOSE 
JAPANESE ADVANCE. 

Wei-Hsien, Shan-fung, China, Sep- 
tember 29.—Chinese troops today blew 
up and destroyed the railroad bridge 
at Tayu-Ho, 6 miles west of here. 

The sound of the explosion could be 
heard in this city. 


The above dispatch is the first in- 
dication that Chinese , troops have 
taken any active part in opposing the 
military operations of the Japanese in 
Shan-Tung province in the latter’s 
campaign against the Germans in the 
leased territory of Kiao Chow. 

To facilitate this campaign the 
Japanese landed in Chinese territory. 
At this China protested, but the pro- 
test was ignored by the Japanese. 

Recent dispatches from Pekin said 
the Chinese believed the Japanese in- 
tended to caytture all the railroad sta- 
tions to the west of Wei-Hsien. Three 
hundred Japanese cavalry left Wei- 
Hsien recently, going west along the 
railroad.

In the light of all advices both 
from Mexico City and Chihuahua City, 
General Villa’s headquarters, officials 
here still are confident that the new 
upheaval threatened by the breach be- 
tween Villa and Carranza will he 
averted by the latter's retirement as 
first chief of the constitutionalists 
and election of Fernando Iglesias 
Calderon as provisional president. 

The state department was notified 
today that the peace commissioners 
appointed by the two constitutionalist 
chiefs would hold their meetings to- 
morrow at Torreon. This gave rise to 
the hope that the conference would 
be able to agree upon Calderon as the 
provisional president in time to have 
their action before the convention to 
be held October 1 at Mexico City to 
set up the new government. 

It is understood that one of the first 
matters to be brought to the attention 
of the provisional president when he 
is selected will be the attitude of 
those now in power towards the Cath- 
olics. A demand for full religious 
liberty for all citizens probably will 
be made. 

Communication to Carranza. 

The text of the communication sent 
to General Carranza by the military 
officers and civilians of the division of 
the north, Villa’s division, appealin? 
to him to resign in favor of Calderon, 
was made public by the state depart- 
ment tonight. It follows: 

“The generals, chiefs and officials of 
the division of the north as well as the 
civilians undersigned, sincerely moved 
by the patriotic and dignified attitude 
worthy of the greatest admiration 
which our brothers of other divisions, 
the Generals Pesquiera Lucie Blanco, 
Eduardo Hay, Rafael Buelna and Ja C. 
Medira, have assumed by putting to

IS ASSURED OF HELP

Tuesday afternoon that he is heartily 
in favor of the finance committee giv- 
ing the school board money sufficient 
to break up the “double sessions.” 

“Whether it will take $19,000 or $8,- 
000 to give the school system the relief 
it seeks makes little difference to me,” 
said the nmayor. “I'll give whatever 
aid I can in getting the money passed 
up. However, I am in favor of the 
finance committee and the school board 
staying within reasonable bounds. The 
city faces a deficit of $31,000, which 
can be made up only by recalling a 
number of special street improvement 
funds. 

“If the school board can break up 
the double sessions with $8,325, and I 
believe it can, it will be doing a great 
work. There are several plans which 
could be worked out to abolish the 
system, and at the same time prove an 
economy for the city.” 

Will Give $8,325. 

Chairman W. G. Humphrey, of the 
finance committee, says that he is al- 
most vertain that the school board's 
request for $8,325 will be passed up 
favorably by the committee. Chairman 
Humphrey says .also that the money 
will be given with the understanding 
that it is to be the means of abolish- 
ing “double sessions” for the reason 
that the pleas of members of the school 
board’s committees were that the sys- 
tem is dangerous. 

‘We are going to have a hard time 
making up the deficit of $31,000 which 
now confronts us,’ said Chairman 
Humphrey, “and the only way we can 
see out of it is to recall some tnused 
money from special street projects. 
There are several funds which can be 
used to advantage in the present emer- 
gency, but members of council are go- 
ing to protest when the time comes to 
take this money. 

“However, we are going to do what 
we can for the schools. It is impossi- 
ble to give the schools enough money 
for forty-three additional teachers and 
forty-three additional classrooms, but 
it may be possible to give the board 
$8,325 for forty-three new teachers. I 
understand that three double sessions 
have been abolished since The Consti- 
tution took up the fight, bringing the 
total down to forty-three.” 

Members of the finance committee, 
with but one or two exceptions, favor 
giving the school board money for 
more teachers. With Mayor Woodward 
and Chairman Humphrey in favor of 
the appropriation, there is a majority 
for the appropriation, and the sheet is 
certain to go through the committee 
and on to the geenral council for action 
there. 

Appear Before Committee. 

When members of the school board's 
special committee appeared before the 
finance committee Monday, Commis- 
sioner James L. Key told the commit- 
tee that under the new system, which 
has just been inaugurated, the gram- 
mar school course is to be completed 
in seven grades instead of eight, but 
at the present time th@re are eight 
grades in the schools because the 
change is not complete. Next year, 
however, there will only be seven 
grades, and this will partially relieve 
the congestion, although there is like- 
ly to be an increased attendance. 

Commissioner Key said that the plan 
advanced by Mayor Woodward for 
partitioning the larger school rooms 
was impracticable. He said that it 
would also be expensive. 

Commissiorférs R. J. Guinn, W. H. 
Terrell and Dan Green and Alderman 
Jesse Armistead all declared that the 
teacher, regardless of how efficient 
she might be, cannot do justice to her 
classes under the double session sys- 
tem, which required her to be on the 
job from 8 a. m. until 4 p. m. All 
members of the committee spoke en- 
couragingly of the system of allow- 
ing only forty-five pupils to a teacher. 

Commissioner Green, who is chair- 
man of the school board’s finance com- 
mittee, told the council committee that 
since the erection of the last school- 
house the attendance in all the schools 
increased over 2,000. 

Members of the school board are 
certain that the finance committee will 
aid the schools to the extent of provid- 
ing $8,325, at least to break up the 
double session menace.

18 PERSONS ARE INJURED 
IN SUBWAY COLLISION 


Two of Victims Will Die--Traf- 
fic Congestion Worst in 
History of City. 


New York, September 29 —Three col- 
lisions of subway and surface cars 
and a fire on an elevated train sent 
eighteen passengers, more than half 
of them women, to hospitals today. 
Two of the injured were said to be 
mortally hurt. 

Four persons were injured in a crash 
between subway trains at One Hun- 
dred and Forty-second street and Lex- 
ington avenue. The subway was 
blocked and tens of thousands of per- 
sons were delayed on their way to 
work. 

Six persons were the victims of a 
collision between surface cars in the 
center of the One Hundred and Forty- 
fifth etreet bridge over the Harlem 
river. One car that had been struck, 
deserted by crew and passengers and 
not held by its brake, then ghot down 
the incline of the bridge anti crashed 
into another trolley car at the end ‘of 
the bridge. 

Eight more persons were taken to 
hospitals as the result of this accl- 
dent. The last car of a seven-car ele- 
vated train at Third avenue and Sixty- 
second street caught fire. There was 
a panic among the passengers, three 
women were injured and traffic was 
blocked for nearly an hour. 

The traffic congestion that followed 
the collision in the subway was the 
worst in the history of the city. At 
several stations more than 5,000 per- 
sons crowded on the platforms, and 
those nearest the rails were forced en- 
tirely off, and, in some cases, walked 
along the tracks between stations in 
—— proximity to the deadly third 
rail. 


Surface cars were crowded till pas- 
sengers sat in the windows. Milk 
wagons, trucks and delivery carts of 
all descriptions were hired by the thou- 
sands waiting to get down town, and 
a steady stream of these _ vehicles, 
laden to overflowing with men and 
women, rolled south through the chief 
thoroughfares during the early fore- 


noon. 

Adding to the difficulties of the sit- 
nation was the stubborn fire that 
blazed up when the trains crash- 
ed. For ten blocks along Lenox 
avenue smoke poured from every 
manhole. Firemen tried to fight the 
blaze by placing their hose through 
these thirty-inch opening, but made 
little headway. The underground fire 
raged fiercely for more than two hours.

This terrible condition in~ the colored 
schools is worse than that in the while 
schools because it is more extensively used. 
We have a teacher now teaching a fifth 
grade in the morning and a sixth grade in 
the afternoon, I am told. This gives some 
idea of the matter when you~consider that 
almost every grade in every colored school 
up to the fifth grade is doubled. 

We were allowed one school out of three 
million dollars bond money, and that very 
school was put to the necessity of having 
double sessions the first year it was oOp- 
erated. 

The situation is one that requires 4 
change if we are to be half educated during 


the next few years or as long as this con- 
dition obtains with us. We feel that the 
board of education and Professor Slaton in 
particular have done all that they could do 
under the circumstances to take care of us, 
but now we are squarely up against the 
proposition of being compelled to either 
send our children. in large numbers to pri- 
vate schools, which we. are doing through 
necessity, or have them stay at home 
through lack of seating capacity in the 
public schools. 

I cannot believe the people of this city 
know our true condition. If they -did, I 
believe they would demand a remedy while 
they are demanding one for the white 
schools. We are asking for an impartial 
investigation of this matter, which I know 
will, reveal a condition of affairs simply 
startling. Only the surface of the question 
hds been touched. 

We do not come tosthe people of our 
city hurriedly: we come after years of dou- 
ble session tribulations, and know the evils 
visited both upon the teacher and pupils. 

We most respectfully call attention to 
the fact large numbers of our children are 
sent to private schools and yet there are 
manv left out altogether. 

Will the white people of our city help us” 
[ firmly believe they will, when they come 
to know our true situation.

Business in Georgia 
Is on a Solid Basis

(From The Savannah News.) 

“Much as we sympathize with the cot- 
ton farmers gand with every interest that 
is feeling tht financial pinch because of 
the low price of cotton we have no sympa- 
thy with the gloomy talk that the .present 
cotton situation threatens serious trouble 
to business in Georgia 

“That business is sound and rests upon 
a very solid basis throughout the ‘state is 
evident from facts furnished by the last re- 
port of the state treasurer. From that re- 
port, made probably about December 3, 1913, 
it appears that there was owing to the 
state banks at that time $98,348,400.11, and 
to the national banks of the state on October 
31, of the same year, $65,401,854.54, making a 
total indebtedness to the banks of the state 
of $165,750,754.65. Last year’s cotton crop 
of 2,465,249 bales at even 8 cents per pound 
and cotton seed at only $15 per ton would 
have yielded $116,671,827, lacking only §$47,- 
078,427 of the amount necessary to pay the 
amount owed to the banks, state and na- 
tional, including savings banks and trust 
companies. 

“It is a fair assumption that the indebt- 
edness to the banks is very little, if any, 
more this year than it was last, and the 
estimates agree that the cofton crop this 
year approximates, if it doesn’t exceed, 
3,000,000 bales. At the foregoing prices, 
namely, 8 cents a pound for cotton and $15 
a ton for cotton seed, it will yield $131,- 
250,000, or only $34,500,754 less than the 
amount necessary to pay the entire indebt- 
edness to the banks. , 

“And the fact must be taken into con- 
sideration that a large part of the indebt- 
edness to the banks isn’t owed by citizens 
of Georgia. The banks of the cities near 
the border line of other states loan to citi- 
zens of those states. For instance, the 
banks of Savannah and Augusta loan money 
in South Carolina, and those of Columbus 
loan largely to people of Alabaina. In fact, 
the Savannah banks loan money in a num- 
ber of the southern states. And a very 
large part of the indebtedness due the banks 
isn’t owed by farmers. It is owed by tur- 
pentine, lumber, real estate, manufacturing 
and other interests. 

“When, therefore; the situation is ana- 
lyzed it is clear that business in Georgia is 
on a pretty solid basis. It is doubtful if 
there is another state in which .the entire 
indebtedness to the banks could be so nearly 
paid by the proceeds of one year’s crops. 

“Business in Georgia isn’t threatened 
with disaster. It is in a very sound condi- 
tion. And that it is, will become clearly 
apparent just as soon as cotton begins to 
move freely. And the farmers are going 
to get a very good price for cotton and 
cotton seed, much better than many 
thought at the opening of the season they 
would get. There is no cause for indulg- 
ing in gloomy speculations. The situation 
will gradually become better. And it will 
help all along the line to take the opti- 
mistic view of the situation. If that view is 
taken there will be more energy and life in 
business and consequently 
will be obtained.”

RECEIVER 1S ASKED 
FOR BANK IN MACON 


Fraud Charged in Consolida- 
tion of Commercial National 
With American National. 


Macon, Ga., September 29.—(Special.) 
In a petition filed in the Bibb 


superior court today, A. R. Bird- 
sey, of Savannah, one of the 
stockholders of the Commercial Na- 
tional bank, which recently trans- 
ferred all of its assets to the Ameri- 
can National bank, of Macon, asks for 
the appointment of a receiver for the 
Commercial National bank, charging 
that the consolidation with the Ameri- 
can National bank constitutes a legal 
fraud against the rights of the stock- 
holders, who, heclaims, were in ignor- 
ance of ‘the plan and were not par- 
ties to it. 

Mr. Birdsey takes the position that 
the merger and transfer of the assets 
of the Commercial bank is absolutely 
null and void and of no binding force 
and effect. He owns twenty-three 
shares of the stock. 

Among the things charged in the pe- 
tition is, “that the insolvency of the 
bank on August 1, as claimed by 
the petitioner, shows gross mismanage- 
ment on the part of the officers and 
negligence on the part of the directors, 
and that large amounts of money have 
been loaned to various individuals, the 
amounts so loaned to each individual 
in many instances aggregatingf more 
than 10 per cent of the capital stock 
of the bank.” 

Mr. Birdsey says that it is to the best 
interests of the stockholders, who are 
notonly Hable for the full amount of 
their: stock, but also for an additional 
amount equal to the amount of stock 
they own, that a receiver be appointed 
to liqu@iate the affairs of the bank and 
not to permit the same to be done by a 
committee apoeseees by the majority 
of the stockholders at the suggestion 
of and insistence of the directors. 

In addition to asking for the re- 
ceivership, he asks that the directors 
of the bank be enjoined from further 
ee | of or paying out the assets 
of the bank; that they be enjoined 
from interfering in any way with the 
receiver or from penene any meeting 
of the stockholders or from selecting 
any committee of stockholders to 
liquidate the affairs of the bank.

Texas Fights Resolution | 


Aganist No Planting+-Mr. 


Wexler Says Remedy Is in: 


Hands of the Farmers. 


New Orleans, September 29.—After 
discussing cotton acreage reduction in 
1916 during the most of today and un- 
til late tonight delegates to the South- 
ern Cotton convention became hope- 
lessly deadlocked on the question and 
adjourned until tomorrow without tak- 
mg action. The whole matter was 
given back to the resolutions commit- 
tee, with instructions to report tomor- 
row. 

A majority report favoring no plant- 
ing at all next year and requesting 
State legislatures to enact laws prohib- 
iting planting, came to grief at the 
hands of the Texas delegation. The 
Texas convention had instructed for 
voluntary reduction of 50 per cent and 
the Texans firmly supported a minor- 
ity report providing for this plan. They 
were helped by a part of the Louisiana 
delegates. Several compromise 
Ures were offered, but to no avail. 

Walter Clark, chairman of the Mis- 
sissippi delegation, and one of the 

rincipal advocates of no-cotton plant- 
ng next year, stated that it was use- 
less to agree upon any plan that Texas 
would not sanction, and suggested that 
& committee from this convention go 
to the Texas legislature, now in ses- 
sion, and urge upon that body 
he termed the necessity for no planting 
next year. 


Uniform Warehouse System. 


Under a suspension of rules the con- 
vention tonight passed a resolution of- 
fered by W. H. Seymour, of Montgom- 
ery, Ala., which recommended a uni- 
form system of warehouses in the sev- 
@ral states. 

Besides the reduction resolution the 
resolutions committee had ready to re- 
port only one other measure. That also 
favored the warehouse plan, and in- 
cluded sanctioning the “buy-a-bale” 
movement. 

The minority report on the reduction 
Plan favored a voluntary reduction 
which it was proposed to bring about 
by a system of organized county work. 
It was proposed to have meetings in 
each school district and have as many 
farmers as would sign a pledge to re- 
duce acreage one-half of what he plant- 
ed in 1914. Those gvho were against 
this plan argued that systems much 
like this had .been tried before and 
failed. 

The fight on the resolutions tonight 
came after many ideas had been ex- 
pressed on what speakers thought 
Should be done to relieve the situation 
brought on by the European-war and 
conditions the cotton farmer probably 
would face next year. The wide dif- 
ferences of opinion and the varied sug- 
gestions offered caused comment among 
those observing the deliberations 
the convention. 


Remedy Up te Farmers. 


Sol Wexler, president of the Whit- 
ney Central bank, of New Orleans, ad- 
dressed the convention | tonight and 
somewhat surprised many of the dele- 
Bates when he stated that “if you do 
not help yourselves, you do not de- 
serve help from the government, the 
banks or anyone else.” He said that 
the problem was simple if the farmer 
would only reduce his acreage and help 
himself, and that he “could make more 
money anyhow raising corn and feed- 
ing itto stock.” He Pavevod reduction 
of the crop netx ‘year, but not through 
the medium of state laws enforcing de- 
creased planting. 

The convention today got an outside 
viewpoint of the situation from E. R 
Gore, representing the Chicago 
ciation of Commerce. He said 
Chicago banks held credits to 
amount of $7,000,000 with 
-he most of which they expected 
realize from cotton. He said the 
cago banks were willing to extend time 
to ‘outherners under present 
tions, but that it was his opinion that 
the bankers did not expect the farm- 
ers to plant cotton again next year 
when the prospects seemed so poor.

EARLY ADJOURNMENT 
LIKELY FOR CONGRESS 


Leaders Hope to Quit by Oct. 
10 and Reassemble in Spe- 
cial: Session Nov. 11. 


September 29.—An ad- 
ministration-approved movement for 
three-day recesses of the house, be- 
gining next week, an adjournment of 
congress, if possible, by October 10, 
and a reassembling of congress in spe- 
cial session Noverhber 11, under call 
of President Wilsgn, to consider spe- 
cifically the ship-purchase bill, was 
undertaken today by democratic lead- 
ers. All-day conferences between lead- 
ers and the rank and file of-their party 
in both houses gave hope for an agree- 
ment along this line tomorrow. 

The president has told senators and 
representatives repeatedly that the war 
revenue tax bill, already passed by the 
house, and the Clayton anti-trust 
bill should be enacted into law before 
adjournment. | The third measure, the 
president ur, , was the river and har- 
borbill, whi¢h passed the house tonight 
and is ready for his approval. 

Democratic leaders in the house be- 
lieve the situation is well in hand, and 
Democratic Leader Kern tomorrow 
will make known the disposition of the 
senate toward entering into a pact for 
considering the shipping bill at a spe- 
cific time after the elections. 

The bill contemplates the formation 
of a private corporation, with at least 
51 per cent of the stock to be owned by 
the government, to purchase, build and 
operate vessels to meet the demands of 
commerce growing out of the European 
war, with particular reference to South 
America. 

The president has indicated to party 
associates that any recess or adjourn- 
ment plan should be predicated on an 
agreement to consider the ship bill 
either in November, following the elec- 
tions, or at the outset of the regular 
short session of congress in December. 

Majority Leader Underwood let it be 
known today that he probably would 
be able to propese to the republican mi- 
nority some adjournment or recess 
plan t@morrow. 

Many members have been chafing 
at the protracted session, complaining 
that they are held here while their op- 
ponents are working hard at home. 

The present plan includes a propo- 
sal of the leaders to abrogate during 
the recess the enforcement of the law 
respecting “gy salaries of members 
away except for illness.

FAININEXPORT o- 
WAS ENCOURAGING 


Nearly Three and a Quar- 
ter Million Dollars More 
Exports Over Those of the 
Previous Week. 


New York, September 29.—The finan- 
cial district found encouragement to- 
day in the record of exports of mer- 
chandise from this port for the past 


week. The figures exceed by almost 
$3,000,000 the total for the previous 
week and show an increase of $3,222,- 
000 over the same week of 1913. To 
this important tactor, and increased of- 
ferings of cotton and grain bills, were 
attributed the diminisned activity in 
foreign exchange at lower rates. 

The approach of the final quarter of 
the year, with its interest and dividend 
requirements, was primarily responsi- 
ble for the withdrawal of much of the 
money recently offered in this market. 
The supply today was small, with a 
falling off in demand for commercial 
paper, except by interior banks. 

Another development was the de- 
cline in prices for the new city notes. 
The three-year issue was down almost 
1 per cent, due, it was said, to heavy 
seliing from unexpected quarters. There 
were further private sales of unlisted 
bonds and notes at the stock exchange, 
but the volume of business was smalier 
than on the preceding day. 

The gold poo® continued its activities, 
with intimations of a definite statement 
of its accomplishments before end of 
the week. It was learned that at least 
five of the reserve cities had anriounced 
their willingness to subscribée*Mnore than 
their quota to the $100,000,000 fund, if 
necessary. 

Steel trade advices offered little en- 
couragement, incoming business being 
reported the smawHest in several years. 
This seems to be borne out Dy the clos- 
ing of the rail mills of the Pennsylva- 
nia Steel company and the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company, with indica- 
tions of further curtailment in other 
branches of the industry. 

Approval by the interstate commerce 
commission of the application of the 
eastern railroads for an increase of 
passenger mileage from 2 to 2 1-4 cents 
served as a partial offset to the an- 
nouncement that shippers in western 
and central states intend to combat the 
proposed freight rate increase, which is 
fixed for rehearing next month. 

Three important roads—the Union 
Pacific, Canadian Pacific and Southern 
railway—submitted A ust statements 
today. Union Pacific showed a fair net 
gain, but the others exhibited substan- 
losses, Canadian Pacific falling 
back almost $600,000, despite a big re- 
duction in operating expenses.

TAX ON AUTOMOBILES

Senate- Democrats Propose to 
Raised $20,000,000 by Levy 
on Motor-Cars. 


Washington, September 29.-—Reduc- 
tion of the proposed tax of $2 a thou- 
sand on bank capital and surplus is 
contemplated by democrats of the sen- 
ate finance committee, who are now de- 
liberating on the war revenue Dill 
which passed the house last week.
